try _A Series of Open Questions to Hon. D. R. Crissinger, U. S. Comptroller of the Currency 


1—In last Sunday’s St. Louis Post-Dispatch, you are quoted as saying, in effect, that 4. 
National Banks, in your opinion, have the right, “at common law,” to establish separate 
agencies even in those states whose laws prohibit branch-banking. These “agencies,” 
you admitted, are equivalent to branch ‘eet a without separate capital. | 

(a)—Are you not aware, in making this statement, that statutory 

law always supersedes the common law? 

(b)—What, then, is meant by your suggestion that National Banks 

may do “at common law,” those things which Missouri Statutes ex- 

pressly prohibit and which Federal Statutes exclude by clear im- 

plication? 

(c)—If, as you intimate, National Banks could be held to have the 

right “at common law” to establish local branches at their discre- 

tion, would not this give even the smallest National Bank in any 

city the right to establish ten, or twenty, or forty, or any chosen 

number of branches, without any addition whatever to the bank’s 

capital stock? Would not such procedure be directly contrary to the 

spirit and protective features of the National Bank Law and the 

Federal Reserve Act? 


2—Section 5155 of the U. S. Revised Statutes expressly provides that in those special 

cases when National Banks take over State Banks having branches, the branches may 

“ — by the National Bank, but that separate capital must be assigned to eac 
ranch. 
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(a)—Is it not a fact that, during the decade or more of agitation for 
banking and currency reform prior to the enactment of the Federal 
Reserve Act, branch-banking was often proposed, but always met 
with strong public disfavor. 
(b)—Is it not true that the National Monetary Commission investi- 
gated all of the branch-banking systems of the world, but always 
came back to independent banking as the true American principle? 
(c)—Is it not a fact that the Federal Reserve System, in its entirety, 
presupposes the existence of numerous independent banks, and that 
it is adapted to serve and unify these independent banks—and that 
See it has admirably accomplished this purpose? 
0—You have been quoted recently as saying that the authority to establish branches 
would be expressly granted by your office to National Banks in certain states where 
State banks have branches. Your quoted reason for this decision was that National 
Banks must have some way to meet what you described as the “ruinous competition” 
offered by State Banks with their numerous branches. 

(a)—If your position is based, as you intimate, upon a desire for 

“the American square deal’ to all concerned, would you not be 

grossly inconsistent in explicitly or tacitly permitting National Banks 

to open branches in Missouri, whose laws prohibit branch banks, and 

thus to offer the same sort of “ruinous competition” to Missouri 

banks at large? 

(b)—If your object is to give “the American square deal” to all Na- 

tional Banks, should you not give serious consideration to the fact 

that, of the eight thousand National Banks in the United States, not 

more than five hundred to a thousand probably, would be strong 

enough to establish branches, and that the remainder would cer- 

tainly suffer, in some measure, from the branch-bank competition 

of the minority? 
6—Finally, Mr. Comptroller, let us direct your attention to the following specific facts: 
Within the past week, The First National Bank in St. Louis has sent out a printed letter 
asserting that, in establishing additional offices in Saint Louis, they believe they are 
“within the administrative regulations governing national banks.” Such administrative 
regulations, if they have been issued, have surely come from you. They could not ema- 
nate from any other source. Only your office has the authority to issue such regula- 
tions; and only you, yourself; have had the occasion to issue such regulations, because 
all other Comptrollers have ruled squarely against such branch-bank procedure as the © 
First National Bank is attempting. 
May we now inquire:—What is the basis for this statement by The First National Bank? 
Have you issued any administrative regulations applicable to The First National Bank 
in its effort to establish branches? What, in short, have you done about the action o 
The First National Bank, and what, if anything, do you contemplate doing about it 
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(a)—If anyone were really seeking light on the legal aspects of the 

branch-bank question, would not this light be amply supplied in the 

fact that special provision is made for branches only under special 

circumstances? 

(b) Would it be necessary to confer by statute the right to do a 

thing under special circumstances, if that right already existed 

under all circumstances? 

(c)—Has not this section been uniformly—and jystly — construed 

by previous Comptrollers as clearly imiplying that National Bank 

Branches were not to be established as a general practice? 
3—You are of course aware, first, that ever since the National Bank Act was enacted, 
the various Comptrollers of the Currency have ruled that National Banks could not 
have branches, and, secondly, that numerous bills, introduced in Congress to authorize 
general branch-banking by National Banks have always failed of enactment. 

(a)—If, then, you decide now, upon the strength of your own judg- 

ment, to encourage National Banks in the establishment of branches, 

is it not easily possible that yoursuccessor in office, and the Courts

telephony. 

Nor ts #t necessary for me in an 
article such as this. to treat fully of 
ts purely tecBiRical development, 
from the very Mest tentative begin- 
nings to fre*presemt highir-developed 
and efficieng state. 

It wae not until early in 19206 that 
broadcasting, as we now understand 
the term. came into existence in 
America. A short phonograph con- 
cert was sent out weekly from the 
Anacostia Naval Air Station. near 
Washington. and was heard as far 
as St. Louis, Minneapolis. ard vari- 
eus places in Pennsyivania.

“Bevan opened the door in response to our ringing, 
and we demanded his passport or other identification 
documents. His reply was that everything had been 
deposited at the Hotel Krantz. We then asked him to 
go quietly with us to the nearest police station, but he 
emphatically refused. “Will you come quietly, or must 
we use force” I asked. His only answer was to rush 
to the bedroom door. We followed. Suddenly h¢ pro- 
duced a small bottle from his pocket and put it to his 
mouth. I struck the bottle out of his hands. We seized 
him and held his nose, forcing him to spit out the smail 
quantity of liquid he had taken. The fight then be- 
gan. Bevan kicked Freisteiner in the stomach and 
landed me a blow on the jaw. We tried to use a spe- 
cial police grip on him, but he eluded us, and the fight- 
ing went on for twenty minutes. We succeeded in 
pushing him towards the door, but he still struggled 
and fought. F¥reisteiner received another nasty kick, 
and I then drew a pistol and covered him while Frei- 
steiner obtained a grip on him and forced his head 
down. Even then we had to obtain assistance to 


-handcuff him. ‘My poor wife!’ he exclaimed.” 


Bevan was taken to a first-aid station, where a 
stomach pump was used. Later as a prisoner in the 
inquisition hospital of the Criminal! Ccurt he went into 
Violent paroxysms and attempted to break furniture. 
It was necessary to keep him in a padded cell for two 
days. Then he became calm, but stoutly denied his 
identity, and admitted it only when a Police Inspector 
called his attention to the fact that for lack of daily 
dyeing his hair had become bionde at the roots. 


At the time of his arrest Bevan had only about 
$600. In one of his trunks was found the five-act 
drama on which he had been working during his stay 
on the Continent.

Ancient Shrine Is Uncovered at Mesa Verde 
Park, Colorado. 


SHRINE and other ceremonial objects used in 

the mysterious rites of a people believed to be 

older than the ancient cliff dwellers have been 

discovered by Dr. J. Walter Fewkes, chief of 
the Bureau of American Entomology, in excavations 
near Far View House in the Mesa Verde Nationa) Park, 
Colorado, according to an announcement by the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

These finds are the result of field work recently be- 
gun and are expected to be followed by others which 
may add much to our knowledge of a culture of the 
past. 

The shrine is on a raised dais on the floor of a large 
ceremonial chamber. Upon the shrine were found idols, 
fetishes, prayer sticks, platter with corn, tobacco, 
etc., as well as twelve well-preserved clay pipes unlike 
anything ever before found in these ruins. Two vases, 
one representing a four-legged animal] and the other a 
duck, are also among the exceptional archeological col- 
lections made. 

In a room barely five feet long beautiful decorated 
pottery, radically different in ornamentation from that 
of the cliff dwellers, was found. and the indications are 
that this ruin belongs to an epoch older than that of 
the cliff dwellers.

The submarine never recovered 
from the shock of that first awful] blast of fire, and 
remained on the surface while the Farnborough’s guns 
shattered the hull to pieces, more than forty rounds 
having been fired before she finally sank, with her 
conning tower open and her crew pouring out. 

It was a brilliant victory, but the victor seemed to 
be sinking, too. Capt. Campbell then sent out a wire- 
less call for assistance, put most of his hands in the 
lifeboats and destroyed all confidential papers which 
were aboard. It was on_this occasion that he sent the 
historic wireless message to his commanding officer, 
Vice-Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly, at Queenstown, as fol- 
lows: 


“Q-5 slowly sinking respect- 
fully wishes you good-by.” 

But other boats came to her 
assistance, and the Farnbor- 
ough finally was beached at 
Mill Cove. Months afterward 
she was thoroughly repaired; 
but she had ended her days as 
a warship and has now gone 
back to the merchant service 
as a cargo carrier, with a suit- 
able inscription to commemor- 
ate her wonderful career. 

What is cailed “the most 
heroic Q-ship fight of all the 
long series” occured in the 
. Bay of Biscay, when Capt. 
Campbell was in command of 


the collier Dunraven. Camp- 


bell lost his ship and failed to 
sink the U-boat. but the duel 
between them has been given 
a high place in the annals of 
the British navy. 

As the submarine followed 
the decoy, shelling deter- 
minediy, Campbell sent un- 
coded wireless signals to de- 
ceive the enemy still further, 
the messages being requests 
for help and urging speed on 
the rescuers. The Dunraven’s 
next biuff was to pretend that 
her engines had been hit, the 
ship being stopped and a great 
clond of stream going up.

That the explosion should have happened at thia mo- 
ment was a misfortune of the greatest magnitude, for 
it spoilt the whole tactics. Capt. Campbell was watch- 
ing the enemy closely, and the latter was coming on 80 
nicely that he had only to proceed a little further and 
the concealed guns on the Dunraven would have been 
bearing at a range of not more than 400 yards. 

“As it was, the explosion gave the whole game 
away, for, firstly, it frightened the submarine so that 
he dived; secondly, it set going the ‘open-fire’ buzzers 
at the guns. Thus, the time had come to attack. The 
only gun in the ship that would bear was the one on 
the after bridge, and this began to bark just as the 
White Ensign was hoisted. One shot was thought to 
have succeeded in hitting the conning tower just as 
the enemy was submerging, but if he was damaged it 
was not seriously, and Capt. Campbell realized that 
the next thing to expect was a torpedo. 

“The position now was this: a ship seriously on fire. 
the magazine still intact, but likely to explode before 
long with terrible effects, a torpedo attack imminent. 
and the White Ensign showing that this was a ‘trap- 
ship,’ after all. The submarine would certainly fight 
now like the expert duelist, and it would be a fight to 
the fiuish, undoubtedly. 

“Realizing all this, and knowing fully what was in- 
evitable, Capt. Campbell made a decision which could 
have been made only by a man of consummate mora! 
courage. To a.man-of-war who had answered his call 
for assistance when the explosion occurred, he now sent 
a wireless signal requesting him to keep away, as he 
was already preparing for the next phase, still concen- 
trating aw he was on sinking the submarine. 

“It was now twenty minutes since that big explo- 
sion, and the expected torpedo arrived, striving the 
Dunraven abaft the engine room. The enemy was 
aware of two facts: he had seen the first ‘abandon- 
ship’ party and this he now }new was mere bluff. and 
that there were others atill remaining on board. In 
order, therefore, to deceive the German, Capt. Campbel: 
now sent away some more of his crew in boats and a 
raft. It would then look as if the last man had left 
the ship.” 

From 1:40 to 2:39 p. m. was a period of suspense. 
The periscope could be seen circling around the ship 
qnd scrutinizing to make quite sure, while the fire on 
the poop was still burning fiercely and boxes of cordite 
and four-inch shells were going off every few minutes 

“At 2:30 the submarine came to the surface directly 
astern (where the Dunraven's guns would not bear) and 
resumed shelling the steamer at short range and used 
her Maxim gun on the men in the boats. This went 
on for twenty minutes, and then she dived once more 
Capt. Campbell next decided to use his torpedoes, so 
five minutes later one was fired which passed just 
ahead of the submarine’s periscope aa the enemy was 
motoring 155 yards off on the port side; and seven min- 
utes afterward the Dunraven fired a second torpedo: 
which passed just astern of the periscope. The enemy 
had failed to see the first torpedo, but evidently he 
noticed the second. 

“It was obvious that by now it was useless to con- 
tinue the contest any further, for the submarine wou'd 
go on torpedoing and shelling the Dunraven anti! she 
senk: so Capt. Campbell signaled for urgent assiatance 
and almost immediately the '. S. S. Noma arrived and 
fired at a periscope seen a few hundred yards astern 
the Dunraven.” 

Then came two Pritieh destroyers (the Attack and 
the Christopher). The Dunraven recailed her boats and 
the fire was extinguished. It was found that the poop 
had been completely gutted and that ali depth charzes 
and ammunition had been exploded. Doctors went from 
the Norma and the British destroyers went aboard the 
Dunraven to tend the wounded.

“How do you prevent their boring?” 

“By creosoting, chiefly. These warms will not at- 
tack wood that has been creosoted properly.” 

Dr. von Schrenk, who is quite enthusiastic in his 
enmity to the “beasts.” described the methods of con- 
ducting the present inquiry, which is to continue in- 
definitely. Briefly, the first business is to ascertain 
just where the Teredo navalis has appearef. This is 
done by putting out bait for the beast. Pieces of soft 
pine are attached to piling or other under-water con- 
struction. This is called by the scientists putting out 
plants or setting traps. 

in and around the waters of New York harbor are 
84 of these traps. In the waters elsewhere along the 
Atlantic and the Pacific coasts are more than 164 
others. Twice a month, on the first and the fifteenth. 
men go out and take in the bait. The pieces of pine 
are detached, securely wrapped or bottled, and for- 
warded to headquarters for inspection. 

Experts working under direction of the Connantttee « on 
Marine Piling Investigations study these pieces of bait 
carefully. If a piece of wood is found free from pile- 
worm invasion, the fact is recorded and reported to 
Col. Atwood at his headquarters in the Engineering 
Societies Building, 29 West Thirty-ninth street. When 
a piece of bait shows the presence of the pest it is 
similarly recorded and reported. Thus the investi- 
gators are able to detect the arrival of new armies of 
the wood borers, large or small, and also to determine 
the species of “beast” making the attack. 

When one trap is taken up for examination a pris- 
tine piece of wood takes its place. A fortnight later 
this bait is lifted. and so the unique battle between the 
wits of science and the teeth of the Teredo goes more 
or less merrily on. 

Julius Caesar, who was busy conquering all Gaul and 
dividing it imto three parts, in addition to similar 
activities in England and elsewhere, seems never to 
have thought of this practical method of stalking the 
enemy. Dr. von Schrenk is of opinion that Julius was 
too much of a seizer to bother his brains about so 
simple a thing as setting traps for the Teredr navalis. 

After all the centuries of incalculable loss due to 
the pileworm, it has remained for this body of seven 
specialists to devise a method of going after the ‘‘beast” 
and, if not putting him out of business, at least report- 
ing accurately his movements and estimating his pos- 
sibilities of harm. The job is a big one, Dr. von 
Schrenk and his colleagues freely admit. 

“It may take years,” said the St. Louis member, “be- 
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invasion of the pileworm. Accord- 
ing to these accounts, he says. the metropolis is about 
to topple over into the bay and the rivers. 

“There is, of course.” said he, “nec such peril; yet 
incalculable damage can be done by the Teredo unless 
means are found for protecting marine timbers, and 
that is what our committee purposes to find.” 

The Teredo navalis is known also as the Holland 
shipworm. It has been known for centuries in Eu- 
ropean coastal waters. It attacked the dikes of Hol- 
land in 1730-32, 1770, 1827 amd 1858-9 during periods 
when reduced rainfall caused unusually high degrees of 
salinity in the Zuyder Zee and the coast waters of the 
Netherlands. 

The pileworm that appeared in force in San Fran- 
cisco Bay a littl more than two years azo has been 
identified positively as the true Holland shipworm. 
Several years ago Dr. von Schrenk received a wire 
from William G. McAdoo, head of the Federal Railroad 
Administration, directing him to go to California and 
investigate rumors that a marine borer hitherto un- 
known on that coast had begun depredations. A big 
wharfhouse at Mare Island had fallen into the bay. 
Investigation showed that some sort of pileworm had 
eaten out the piling. Since then Dr. von Schrenk has 
made several trips to the Pacific coast to study the 
new invasion. 

When the activities of the pest began to get serious, 
the San Francisco Bay Marine Piling Survey was or- 
ganized. A report published in January, 1921, said: 

“In so far as records and literature are availabie, no 
evidence exists to show that Teredo navaiis has ever 
heretofore been found on the Pacific coast, at least on 
the California coast. * * * The devastating species 
of San Francisco Bay is the same one which has cre- 
ated havoc for centuries past in European waters.” 

The part of the report quoted here is written by 
Prof. Charles A. Kofoid of the University of California, 
a member of the committee directed by Col. Atwood. 
“This progressive invasion,” he says, “was the direct 
result of the continued shortage in the annual rainfall 
and runoff during these years”—1919 and 1920—‘“which 
permitted the settling of the larval stages on unpro- 
tected piling during the breeding season of midsummer 
and the survival of the borers in the wood during the 
brief season of the spring freshets of these years.” 

Irrigation is said to have played an important part 
in the invasion of the pest. The absence of the Hol- 
land shipworm heretofore is explained by the lower 
salinity of the waters of San Francisco Pay, fed by 
fresh-water streams. This worm li’ es its water rather 
salty. When much of the river water was diverted into 
irrigation ditches and a dry season came on, the waters 
of the bay became much saltier than usual; hence the 
bold the Holiand visitor got. 
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CMPTY COFFII VERIFIES CETUS 
BECAME A MORKS 


Astounding discovery made by Bolshevists when they opened the tomb of Alex- 
ender I and found it had never had a tenant—Romanoff Czar, who connived

TRADITION which has persisted for 
ninety-seven years throughout Russia and 
the Near East is believed by thousands. 
if not millions, to have been verified in 
Pi a startling manner when Boishevists re- 
cently unearthed the coffin in which 
Czar Alexander I was supposed to have 

been entombed. It was found to be empty. 
This disclosure, in the minds of many, lifts the 


_ “Alexander myth” from the level of fiction and specula- 


tion and adds another weird, bizarre and fascinating 
chapter to the history of the Romanoff dynasty. It 
strengthens the credibility of the story, told most often 
in whispers, that Alexander I, grandson of Catherine 
the Great-and conqueror of Napoleon, did not die at 
Taganrog in the Crimea in 1825, as has been set down 
in history, but that after his supposed death he con- 
tinued to live for nearly forty years in a monastery in 
Tomsk, Siberia, as a monk under the assumed name 
Theodor Fomich, referred to by some historians as Fe- 
odor Kousmitsh. 

No motives of historical research caused the open- 


ing of the supposed coffin of Alexander in the Oupen- 


ski Cathedral in Petrograd,* known before the world 
war as St. Petersburg. The Bolshevists who pried the 
lid from the coffin were in search of the jeweled dec- 
ovations of great material value which. in the ordi- 
mary course would have been buried with their royal 
owner. According to report they had already opened 
the casket of his father, the ill-fated Paul I, and had 
taken from it a huge diamond cross of the Order of 
Knights of Malta. 

lt is probable that the first feeling of the Bolshevist 
shouls as they gazed into the empty and always un 
tenanted coffin was one of chagrin and disappoint- 
ment that it contaimed none of the accustomed costly 
trappings of roralty. To them it was of secondary sig- 
nificance that they had brought from the tomb a si- 
lent, but tremendously eloquent confirmation of a 
story that would not die. 

From the very moment of the announcement that 
Alexander I had died of fever in the Don country. 
nearly 1500 miles from the capital, doubts as to the 
credibility of the officiel reports were expressed. These 
whispered doubts grew into murmurings in St. Pe 
tersburg when the royal family refused to open the 
cas-et so that the people might take a last look at 
the face of the Czar. Though the coffin lay in state 
in the cathedrai several days, it remained closed, the 
exrlanation being that the fever had caused the fea 
trres to turn black. Official reports were given out 
that in stfict privecy immediate members of the fam- 
ily had been permitted to view the body. 

In that stage of Russian history there cuvuld be no 
outspoken public opinion, but the murmurings which 
came to the surface indicated that many doubted that 
the Czar was dead. Chroniclers and historians in oth- 
er countries, having no reason to fear a visitation of 
Romanoff wrath, gave free expression to the prevalent 
dov bt. 

Naturally those who held to the belief that the Czar 
etill lived were on the alert for signs and portents. 
They knew that for several years before his reported 
death he had been deeply religious and had been easily 
swayed by mystics. foremost among whom was Madame 
Kruedener, one of his subjects, whose influence was 
believed to have moved him to propose a “holy alli- 
ance” of Russia, Austria and Prussia. It was known 
that he had more than once expressed a desire to ab- 


dicate and retire to a monastery. 


The vigilantly awaited signs and portents were not 
forthcoming until ten years or more after Alexander's 
reputed death. Then from cold and bleak Siberia, far 
to the northeast, there filtered into St. Petersburg, 
Moscow and other centers, accounts of the remarkable 
holiness of “Father Theodor,” one of an order of 
monks. 

Holy monks had not been scarce in Russia, but 
it was quickly observed that this new monastic lami- 
nary was no nine-day wonder and that powerful in- 
fluences were being used for his exploitation. 

Members of the royal family braved the long and 
arduous journey into Siberia, traveling in sleighs and 
on camels to make pilgrimages to “Father Theodor” 
and seek his spiritual advice. This set a fashion for 
other pilgrims who came back with awesome accounts 
of the great dignity and noble bearing of tue holy 
priest. What was more to the point, some of the 
Pilgrims were the persistent doubters who had re 
fused to believe Alexander was dead. They observed 
the monk, Theodor, most closely and reported two 


significant results of their observations. One was that 
he bore a most striking physical resemblance to Alex- 
ander. The other was that he was treated with the 
greatest deference not only by his fellow monks but 
by proud and haughty Russiah nobles, who bent the 
knee in his presence and who gave him money and 
rich gifts. 

One historian relates that great curiosity as to the 
real identity of Father Theodor was aroused and that 
at different times many pilgrims put to him the point- 
blank question: “Who are you?” When this question 
was put he would look out over the bare expanse of 
rock where no vegetation was in sight and he would 
reply: “I was born among the trees. If those trees 
could come into my presence now they would bow down

to the ground in homage.” Some accepted this as the 
cryptic utteramce of a religious mystic, but others 
clothed if with a deeper significance and believed that 
the saintly monk had in his mind's eye the stately 
trees surrounding the palace in St. Petersburg where 
Alexander was born. 

Interest in the holy monk, Theodor, continued for 
many years and was revived in 1864, when an official 
Government notice of his death in the monastery was 
promulgated. By royal order services for the repose of 
his soul were held in all Russian orthodox churches. 
This in itself strengthened the belief that the monk 
was in reality a personage of more than ordinary dis- 
tinction in whom the royal family took an unusual and 
unexplained interest. It was a matter of widespread 
comment that the monk died at the age of 87, which at 
that time would have been Alexander's age. 

But all the conclusions drawn from these events 
were purely speculative. Had Russia remained an 
autocracy, with a Czar on the throne to protect the 
tombs of his ancestors, the suspicions of the doubters 
would never have been susceptible of proof. The revo- 
lution which brought Lenine and Trotsky and their 
followers into power swept away the sanctity of the 
tombs of Kings and brought from its hiding place that 
empty Romanoff coffin to indicate that there was more 
truth than speculation in the belief that instead of 
dying in the far-off southern Don section of the Crimea 
he merely chose that remote location as a starting 
point from the throne of an autocrat to the cell of a 
monk. It is even possible that while the casket sup- 
posed to contain his body was traveling northwest to 
St. Petersburg he himself was hurrying almost due 
north to Tomsk to enrol! himself in the monastic order 
and change his name from Alexander to Theodor. 

The discovery of an empty coffin in the reputed 
tomb of the Czar has recalled almost forgotten incidents

In this connection new significance is 
being given to the utterance of the Empress-mother 
when she viewed the body. Tarosov, a court historian 
at the time, wrote: :; 

“At 11:30 p. m. the clergyman and all officers on 
duty in the chapel at Tsarko-Selo, where the body of 
the Emperor was deposited, were all sent away and 
only the members of the imperial family were allowed 
to kiss the face and hands. The Empress-mother, 
Maria Feodorovna, exclaimed: “Oui, c'est mon cher 
fils, mon cher Alexandre. Ah! comme il a maigri'” 
(Yes, it is my dear son, my dear Alexander. Ah‘ how 
thin he has become! } 

These few phrases have been carefully analyzed by 
present-day writers in Russia, who are asking why, 
if mot to foster a deception, the Empress mother so 
framed her words in that hour of supposed grief as 
to make them a formal identification. Why, except to 
dissipate doubts that a conspirator might have feared, 
did she so emphatically say: “Yes, it is my dear son.” 
Why did she strengthen the identification by specifying 
that it was her son. Alexander. And why did she tag 
onto this a reference to the thinmess of the body, if not 
to set at rest the doubts of others. not in the con- 
spiracy, who must have noted that the body bore little 
resemblance to the portly, full-featured Czar whom 
they had known? 

As to the refusal to permit the public to view the 
body. a historian wrote: “The closed coffin was ex- 
posed in the Kazan Cathedral! for seven days, but when 
the inhabitants requested that the coffin should be 
opened and the face of the Emperor shown to the 
public, Nicholas.1, the new Emperor, refused to grant 
the necessary permission. “The reason for this re- 
fusal,” writes a contemporary author, “was the change 
in the face of the deceased, which had turned black al- 
ready in Taganrog. That was aiso the reason why the 
funeral rites, performed over the body before the cof- 
fin is closed, were celebrated in Taganrog, as it had 
been decided not to open the coffin on its arrival at 

Historians have not been at a loss to assign suffi- 
cient motives to prompt Alexander to lay down the 
burden of his crown and to retire to a monastery. in 
an attenipt to expiate two sins which had weighed 
heavily on his conscience. One of these was the mur- 
der of his father, Paul I, through whose assassination 
he had gained the throne. The other was his unfaith- 
fulness to his wife. His legal chijdren, two daughters, 
had died in imfancy. There was another daughter, 
Sophie, offspring of clandestine relationship extending 
over eleven years. The Czarina, though for a time 
estranged from the Czar because of his misconduct. 
treated the illegitimate daughter, Sophie, with affec- 
tion and arranged for her what promised to be a pro- 
pitious marriage. Shortly before the time set for the 
wedding Sophie died, thus adding one more to the sor- 
rows of the Czar. | 

The historian, Angelo S. Rappaport, in his book, 
“The Curse of the Romanovs,” published in 1907. wrote: 

“All these incidents gave rise to various rumors, 
Alexander had been assas@inated. said some; he was 
not dead at all. but had disappeared and someone elise 
had been buried in his place. * * * In the second 
half of the last century these rumors again found cur- 
rency. On Jan. 20, 1864, there died in Tomsk atthe 
aze of 87 a hermit of the name of Feodor Kousmitsh. 
He had been surrounded with an aureole of saintli- 
ness. He was of tall stature and imposing demeanor. 
His manner was very gentile, but often his glance be- 


came severe and commandine. Eyewitnesses who had 
known Alexander I maintained that the saintly hermit 
was no other than the Autocrat of Russia. and photo- 
graphs of the celebrated hermit standing in his cell, 
clad in @ long white-garment, showed a striking re- 
sembiance to the late Emperor. 

“The mystic attitude of Alexander towards the end 
of his reign, the melancholy that had never left him 
since the night of his father’s assassination. and whic! 
received a fresh impetus from the death of his danurch- 
ter, are so many factors speaking in favor of Alex- 
anders abdication. ‘I felt the void in my heart. a’- 
companied by a strange presentment,’ he said to Bis)«:)) 
Eylert in 1818 ‘Tl went. | came I seught diversions 
The burning of Moscew at last illumined my spirit : 
the judgment of God on the frozen fieid af battle f 
me with a warmth of faith I had never felt befow 
The resolution to devote to God alone my glory. m 
person and my reign, has been m@#tured and strenzt! 
ened within me. From that time I became another 
mran, and to the deliverance of Europe from ruin I owe 
my own safety and deliverance. It is only since Chris- 
tianity has become the important subject of my life, 
since faith in my Redeemer has manifested in me its 
strength, that the peace of God—and I thank Him for 
it—has entered my soul.’”” The historian adds: “Is it 
astonishing that the man who spoke such words should 
a few years afterwards, when his melancholy had in- 
creased, retire from the frivolous court life and de- 
vote himself to the service of God” 

“The idea which Alexander had cherished as Tsare- 
vitsh, namely, to retire from the throne into private 
life. took hold of him in the end with greater force. 
The influence of Madame de Kruedener on the one 
hand had stirred his religious fervor, while it confirmed 
his mysticism and his desire of expiating the sins of 
bis youth, whilst a conspiracy which had formed with 
a view to taking his life made him fear the fate of his 
father. The curse of the Romanovs, death by the hand 
of th® assassin, stared him in the face and in order to 
avoid it and to expiate his participation in the death 
of his father he probably fled from the throne to lead 
a life of abnegation and prayer. * * * In 1819 he in- 
formed his brother, Nicholas, that he would soon have 
to ascend the imperial throne of Russia. He felt. he 
said, that his power of thought was growing feeble and 
Re foresaw the moment when he would be unable to 
fulfill the duties of his imperial office. He was firmly 
resolved to lay down the scepter as soon as he judged 
the moment propitious. 

“The Princess Golytzin, whom Alexander visited 
drring his journey in the Crimea, must also have 
strengthened his idea of abdication. She was passing 
her life in seclusion, devoting herself to the practices 
of a mystic religion. Alexander remained closeted in 
conversation with the Princesse for several hours. They 
evidently talked of Madame de Kruedener. Alexander 
then visited the tomb of his former friend and re- 
mained for over an hour in the church where Madame 
de Kruedener had been buried, praying and meditat- 
ing over her grave.” 

The only modern parallel to the probabie abdication 
of Alexander through religious motives was in the 
case of Charles V of Spain, who, after establishing 
himself as Emperor of the Holy Roman Empire, gave 
up his throne and retired in 1556 to a Spanish mon- 
astery, where he died two days later. This was done 
openly af@d with no semblance to the conspiracy of 
secrecy and deception which seems to have marked the 
withdrawal of Alexander I, whose tomb for neariy @ 
century has housed an empty coffin. 
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: ‘Do not attempt to rise

In every other iastance that 
has come under my observation the phenomenon can 
be explained. I know dozens of tales of apparitions 
seen for which there’is an explanation. My wife had 
a vision of a very dear friend lying dead. She didn't 
know the man was ill, but the next day she received 
word of his sudden death. The vision can be explained

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So interested in ghosts, and so anxious to see one 
was Dr. Wenley that many years ago, while he still 
lived in Scotland, he went one night to a haunted castle, 
in one wing of which no one had ever siept in recent 
times. He went to bed in that wing. tenanted for near- 
ly fifty years only by ghosts, and waited patiently the 
coming of the ghost. After a time he was awakened 
by the morning sun shining in his face. He evidently 
had fallen asleep shortly after laying his head on the 
pillow, and if the ghost came, it came quietly, so as not 
to disturb Dr. Wenley’s slumbers. 


Dr. Wenley’s sister-in-law, at a house party in an an- 
cestral place in Haddingtonshire, foun:: herself assigned 
to a suite in the haunted wing of the house. Late that 
night, going to her room, the only light in the hall be- 
ing the flickering candle she carried in her hand, she 
saw a ghost ioom up before her. Not accustomed to 
giving way to her fears, she compelled herseif to ap- 
proach it steadily. It neither moved to one side, nor 
did it disappear as she had expected, and she walked 
through it. Afterward, in relating her experience, she 
said it felt like walking through folds of crepe, and 
she felt a damp, clinging mist, which disappeared after 
she had passed through the apparition. 

“The explanation is simple,” Dr. Wenley declares. 
“She had heard the legend of the ghost that met people 
who walked through that corridor at night She saw 
what she expected to see. The feel of the crepe was 
imaginary. She simply had a creepy feeling and had 
no difficulty in feeling what she expected to feel when 
she walked through the ghost.” 

Dr. Wenley’s mother-in-law, a guest at Giorat Castle, 
in Scotland, sitting before the grate fire in her bed- 
room one night—not at midnight, either—felt some- 
one in the room back of her. Everyone knows that 
feeling at times, of not being the only person in 
the room they have reason to think unoccupied except 
by themselves. The old lady turned to see a little old 
woman dressed in a short quilted petticoat, tight bodice 
and a peaked bonnet. On her feet were little, very high- 
heeled shoes. The little old woman dropped curtsy and 
immediately disappeared. 

While Dr. Wenley does not believe in the mediums 
of this age, he dogs believe it possible that rea! medi- 
ums, absolutely without any fake about them, might be 
developed, whose seances might stand the test of the 
scientific laboratory. “It is quite possible that there 
are people so neurotically sensitive that they might get 
into communication with a spirit world. but that re- 
mains to be seen,” he says. “The mediums of this day 
are too afraid of the laboratory tests of the scientist 
to be genuinely what they claim to be.

officially revised and authorized, is the latest big 

literary news from London The London 
Shakspeare League proposes to have Parliament settle 
once and for all. by official act of Lords and Commons, 
im joint resolution or by statute. the mooted question 
as to just what the Pard of Avon wrote and the exact 
words in which he wrote it. 

The purpose of the league is to shake down Shat- 
speare to his ultimate elements, compressed if possibile 
inte one volume. the result to be stamped with gov- 
ernmental approval Shakspeare. in short, is to be 
enacted into British law. The London Daily Telegraph 
states it thus: 

“What the London Shakspeare League has in mind 
is nothing less than a Shakspearean text established by 
public authority, as the Authorized Version of the 
Pible was established by James I or the Prayer Book 
given its official character by act of Parliament.” 

Recently there was a meeting of the league at the 
Mansion House, presided over by Sir John Baddeley, 
the Lord Mayor. at which the matter was discussed at 
length. The Rev. Stewart Headlam, president of the 
league, moved a resolution which set forth that “the 
time has arrived when there should be an authorized 
text of Shakxspeare’s plays. arranged in chronological 
order in one volume,” and it was proposed that “steps 
should be taken forthwith to secure the preparation 
and publication of such text.” 

In a modified form. the resolution vassed. The 
words “in one volume” were omitted, much to the dis- 
satisfaction of those who stood for that plan, and it 
was resolved to follow the chronological order “as far 
as possible.” for obvious reasons. 

The council of the league was directed to consider 
the question of approaching the Government with a 
view to enlisting its interest in the project. The Daily 
Telegraph is of the opinion that “this ambitious project 
of Mr. Headlam and his colleagves is not lizely to be 
hailed with universal acclaim by that immense prblic

revere the genius of Shakspeare without having a very 
close or extensive acquaintance with the fruits of it, 
and. at the other end, those experts for whom the study 
of Shakspeare, and the thousand delicate problems of 
scholarship involved in it, are the chief interest of their 
lives. Burt though there will be many to criticise, there 
will certainly be a large body of opinion that regards 
the scheme with favor: and we are disposed to think 
that its strongest advocates will be found among those 
who know best what is the actual condition of the 
Shakspearean text, and how formidable a task it is to 
re-establish what Sir Edward Sallivan. im his speech 
supporting the motion, called ‘the Shakspeare of 
Shakspeare’s time.” ~ ’ 

British Shakspearean scholars and their fellows in 
America, and for that matter throughout the worid, 
are watching with keen interest the progress of the 
movement toward an authorized text. They recognize 
the tremendous difficulties besetting the plan. Ever 
since the plays of the immortal poet began to make 
headway as literature, disputes as to textual construc- 
tion have been waged with more or less ferocity. 

Shatspeare himself apparently thought so poorty 
of his plays, as wor'ts of literary art, that he made no 
effort to preserve them and present them to the world. 
He was a poetic business man, writing tragedies and 
comedies for immediate stage production, with no 
thought of best-selling success in book form. As all 
the lettered world knows, it was two members of 
Shakspeare’s company of piayers, Hemmings and Con- 
dell, who, after the poet's death, got together the plays 
commonly ascribed to Shakspeare and published them 
in the book known as the First Folio. Later editors 
have found much fault with this version, though it is 
held by critics of distinction to be the most valuable 
of all editions as a criterion whereby to establish the 
true Sha®spearean text as nearly as may be possible 
after the lapse of centuries.

because the propeller fails to get a good hold on the 
air. The propeller sends rearward a column of vio- 
lently disturbed air and sets up pronounced perturba- 
tions over a considerabie area in the air ahead, so 
that it moves forward into a medium upon which its 
grip is discounted by the extent of this agitation, which 
becomes a greater hampering factor as the speed of 
revolution increases. 

Also, when near the ground the air forced downward 
forms a cushion which helps sustain the machine, but 
when it rises to some distance this cushion is lacking, 
and the propellers produce a gyroscopic action which 
retards upward motion. So it may be seen that the 
helicopter has a problem of considerable magnitude to 
contend with at the outset. 

Aside from the large expenditure of power necessi- 
tated by these conditions, the helicopter has little to 
depend on for stability while in flight. A wind, usually 
blowing parallel to the earth's surface, would cause 
the machine to drift, since horizontal motion has not 
yet been satisfactorily combined with vertical ascen- 
sion and is accomplished on the most usual exyperi- 
mental types by tilting the propellers’ axes from a vVer- 
tical position to a slightly inclined attitude, and no 
provision has been made on any existing models for a 
force to counteract that of a moderately rapid breeze. 
This inability to prevent sideways drift in a wind 
would also prevent landing on or rising from a small 


area. 


The ability to descend gently is another serious prob- 
lem which has not yet been satisfactorily solved, and 
which many inventors have for the present avoided 
altogether. 

Motors of absolute control and dependability are 
essential for helicopter use, and these qualities are 
not possessed by present motors, even in their high 
state of perfection. Until the gasoline motor reaches 
a higher degree of efficiency, especially in the matter 
of weight, the development of sufficient power to suc- 
cessfully navigate a helicopter of any magnitude will 
be a tremendous task. 

The machine of the Berliners, which has risen to a 
height of ten feet and been maneuvered over a half- 
mile circuit, weighs 1300 pounds and has an airplane 
fuselage, with control surfaces at the rear; but wings 
are replaced by two 14-foot propellers on vertical axes, 
one on each side of the body. A 110-horsepower rotary 
motor mounted at the front of the body furnishes the 
power. A three-foot propeller, whose speed may be 
varied independently of the others, is mounted over 
the tail and provides for tilting while in flight. When 
it is desired to move forward, the speed of this pro- 
peller is increased, giving it a greater thrust and lift- 
ing the tail of the machine, thereby allowing the two 
main propellers a partly horizontal thrust. The in- 
ventors claim that only a 3 per cent loss in lifting pow- 
er results from an inclination of 15 degrees, at which 
time the horizontal thrust is about 25 per cent of the 
lifting power. : 

Emile Berliner, well known as an inventor, has 
worked with helicopters for nearly twenty years, and 
a machine which he designed and built made several 
ascensions of a few feet carrying a man, in June, 1909, 
but the lifting power was not steady. His son, Henry, 
who is now 26, had been studying for several years in 
preparation for working with his father in developing 
a practical helicopter, and took up the problem in 
1914, when the elder Berliner became ill He produced 
a machine in which he first rose a few feet from the 
ground on Nov. 11, 1919. After further experiments he 
added several improvements, stabilizers and a substan- 
tial landing gear, and continued experiments with the 
machine, which weighed 570 pounds. It was lifted by 
two 13-foot concentrically mounted propellers driven 
by an 80-horsepower rotary motor. Tilting the ma- 
chine, by changing the center of pressure through ma- 


nipulation of the propellers, accomplished horizontal 
motion. 

Success with the previous machines led to the de- 
velopment of the present “perfected” model, which it 
is hoped will be brought to a high state of practicability 
by further research. 

Besides those of the Berliners, the most notable 
American development of the direct-lift machine was 
produced by Prof. francis Bacon Crocker and Dr. Peter 
Cooper Hewitt, at Ampere, N. J., in 1918. The ma- 
ehine, which developed a lift of 4000 pounds—over 30 
pounds in excess of its weight—was evolved as a possi- 
ble aid in the war, and the cessation of hostilities 
stopped further trials. Althoug: it was anchored so 
that it did not leave the ground, results of its trials 
were recorded by elaborate instruments, and estab- 
lished data which opened the way for much of the sub- 
sequent experimenting. 

The primary object of the Crocker-Hewitt research, 
to develop a type of propeller of higher efficiency than 
any in use, was attained by the construction of pro- 
pellers 51 feet long, the blades of which were modeled 
after the wings of an airplane. Their great size. and 
distance apart on the shaft of the machine, exerted a 
powerful stabilizing force, and the small slant of the 
blades disturbed the air much less violently than pro- 
pellers of other types, so that a surprising degree of 
efficiency was obtained. 

Helicopter experimenters in Europe far outnumber 
those in this country, and have produced severa! man- 
carrying machines which have been more or less suc- 
cessful. M. Cornu, in France, built a machine in 1907 
which lifted him and ascended a few feet. It raised a 
total weight of 572 pounds with only a 14-horsepower 
motor. 

The most successful helicopter yet produced was a 
captive machine designed by an Austrian army officer 
in 1916. In tests it rose to a height of 160 feet. and 
rermaained aloft for an hour, with three men aboard, but 
cables prevented free flight. The machine, intended 
for observation purposes, was of a peculiar type in that 
the observers’ cockpit was mounted on the central 
shaft. directly above the two propellers. Three rotary 
engines, mounted on arms of tubing, provided the pow- 


er, and air-filled buffers on the bottom were intended 


to take up the shock of landing. After severa) months 
of teste the machine was wrecked and experiments were 
jiscontinued. A machine of somewhat similar type, 
sonstructed recently by Louis Brennan in England, is 
said to have made a free ascent of 40 feet inside a 
hangar. | 

A helicopter, reported to have flown short distances, 
was constructed by Marquis Pescara in Spair late in 
1919. Two 20-foot propellers, each having six biplane 
blades closely resembling small airplanes, were mount- 
ed co-axially above a smali body of racing automobile 
type. Horizontal control of flight was obtained by 
changing the inclination of each blade of each pro- 
peller at any desired point in a revolution, allowing the 
center of support to be shifted to the right or left of 
the pilot, or behind or ahead of him. To land, the 
slant of each blade was to be reduced, on either or 
both propellers, which was to create a cushioning effect. 
A thrust equal to that of the Crocker-Hewitt machine 
was obtained in official trials before the French Air 
Commission last year, but flight was not attempted. 
Some months later the machine was said to have risen 
and maneuvered successfully at London. 

In France, Damblanc and Lacoin have developed a 
machine similar in appearance to the Perliner, with 
a large, four-bladed propeller on each side of a fuse- 
lage, but no flights have been attempt#d. The Peugot- 
Vehmichen helicopter, which depends partly for its 
buoyant effect on a small gas bag to which it is at- 
tached, has accomplished several controlled flights at 
a height of 10 feet. 
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Randolph Laughlin adds to his collec- 
tion 32 pieces of money minted 
from B. C. 43 to A. D. 311—WNero’s 
mother and wives of several Roman 
emperors commemorated :: :: 


ANDOLPH LAUGHLIN, St. Leuis attorn- 
ney and collector of ancient coins, 
has received frqm Lucerne, Switzerland, 
32 Roman coins which he purchased 
through an agent from the collection of Sir 
Arthur Evans, the English archeologist. 
Evans placed his collection on _ sale 

to provide funds for further archeological investi- 
gations. : 

The coins purchased by Laughlin date from the time 
of Mark Antony, B. C. 48, to the Emperor Maximianus 
ll, A. D. 305-311. They were found near the Suez Canal 
in Egypt, and had been preserved by the sand in re- 
markably good condition. The inscriptions are clear,

and the engraving shows rare workmanship. The coins 
were struck from dies, but without the collar, which 
nowodays gives a perfectly circular shape. They are 
of almost pure gold. 

Commenting upon the likeness of the Emperors and 
their wives struck on these coins, Laughlin said it was 
strange that makers of coins in widely separated parts 
of the Roman Empire should strike coins of the same 
Emperor and bring out the likenesses with such 
fidelity. 

“We can almost teM the character of those whose 
heads are portrayed on the coins,” said Laughlin. 
“Their stamped litenesses reveal almost as much as the 
pages of history do concerning their natures.” 

Among the thousand coins in his whole collection, 


Laughlin has some dating before the time of 

the Great. There is a coin from Crete which 

the Phoenicians, the inscription on which reveals ti 
fact that the Cretans had the elements of the’ 
alphabet before the Phoenicians. 

One coin is of a group of ninety-six taken from a 
mound on the plains of Marathon, where, according & 
Herodotus, the Greek historian, 10,000 Greeks 
100,000 Persians B. C. 490. 

It was the custom among the Greeks to place & 
on the tongue of every dead warrior. The 96 coins 
would seem to substantiate the story of E 
who wrote that the Greeks lost only about @ 
men, who were buried in a mound. The coin is @ 


bronze and bears a well-preserved inscription. = =— 
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HOOVER EXPLAINS THE RADIO BILL 


HE purpose of the radio bill now before Con- 

gress is to provide order instead of anarchy in 

the air, writes Herbert Hoover, Secretary of 

Commerce, in an article in the current issue of 
Scientific American. 

“It looks to procuring for the largest number the 
benefits to be derived from systematized use of the 
ether,” he says; “establishes conclusively the legal 
right of the Bureau of Navigation to grant, and to re- 
voke, operator and station licenses; provides for the 
collection of fees with which to maintain more ade- 
quately the work of inspection, promises a fairer and 
more orderly allocation of available wave bands, ahd, 
to make Federal regulation continuously effective, 
establishes an advisory committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of the departments and the public, to assist 
the Department of Commerce to provide, concurrently, 
without delay attendant on new legislation, for unex- 
pected changes in the science, and, notably, for develop- 
ments in the use of the radio telephone. 

“Existing authority, which is clearly inadequate, is 
based on the acg§ approved Aug. 13, 1912, and on the in- 
ternational convention of the same year, before the 
advent of the radiophone, which for practical purposes 
was the product of the war and the years immediately 
lotlowing the war. Since 1912 the radiophone, in the

point of view of the public, has come to have larger 
importance even than the radio telegraph, yet the only 
reference to the phone in the original legislation is 
in section 6: ‘The expression “radio communication” 
as used in this act means any system of electrical com- 
munication by telegraphy or telephony without the 
aid of any wire connecting the points from and at 
which the radiograms, signals or other communications 
are sent or received.” Moreover, while the use of the 
radiophone has spread with incredible rapidity so that 
it is now estimated there are fully a million and one- 
half of radiophone receiving sets in the United States, 
the use of wireless telegraphy has also greatly been ex- 
tended. The resulting confusion has operated to dis- 
courage progress, temporarily, in a field which has 
already attracted a larger range of technical, as well 
as amateur, abilities, than any scientific development 
heretofore. 

“The relation of the many stations owned by the 
various departments of the Government to private and 
commercial stations has also presented a perplexing 
problem. The military and, naval branches of the Gov- 
ernment in particular have contended vigorously and 
with justification that their stations ought not to be 
subjetted to civilian control. Accordingly, the bill 
for the first time differentiates between governmental 


and military, or naval, uses of radio. It provides 
the President shall allocate wave lengths which
